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REMARKS 

The Office Action dated May 2, 2006 has been reviewed and the Examiner's 
comments carefully considered. Prior to the paper, claims 1-3 were pending in the 
application. By this paper, Applicant cancels claim 3 without prejudice or disclaimer, and 
does not add any claims. Therefore, claims 1-2 are now pending. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the present application is in condition for 
allowance for at least the reasons that follow. 

Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant thanks Examiner Charles for the indication that claim 3 contains allowable 
subject matter. In reliance on this indication, Applicant has amended claim 1 to include the 
subject matter of claim 3. 

Objections to the Specification 

In the Office Action, the disclosure is objected to in view of an informality with 
respect to the juxtaposition of the numbers "1" and "2" on page 5, line 12. Applicant hereby 
amends the specification, as shown above, and requests reconsideration in view of 
Applicant's amendments. Applicant thanks Examiner Charles for recommending a change to 
the specification to remove the objection. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. S 102 

Claims 1 and 2 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Friedmann (United States Patent No. 5,169,365). In response, Applicants have amended 
claim 1 to include the recitations of claim 3, which was indicated as containing allowable 
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subject matter and not rejected in view of prior art. The amendment to claim 1 is made 
without prejudice or disclaimer, in order to advance prosecution. 

Applicant respectfully submits that with the amendment to claim 1, the rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) are now moot. 



Conclusion
